I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1959* 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  1959  estimate  of 
the  population,  there  is  a  decrease  of  20  from  the  previous 
corresponding  period. 

There  were  twelve  more  deaths  at  all  ages  compared  with  the 
previous  year  but  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  still  lower  than 
the  national  average. 

No  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age  and  the 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  again  Nil. 

Only  one  case  which  was  transferred  from  another  area  was 
added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  Five  cases  were  removed 
from  the  Register  leaving  a  total  of  twenty  persons  on  the 
Register  at  the  31st  December,  1959* 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops, 
factories,  housing  etc. ,  is  compiled  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  ADD  DEATH  RATE:  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 

Local  "birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  papulation. 

These  populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages*  including  those  who  have  no 
influence  on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do*  however* 
affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to 
raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in 
different  area  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standard¬ 
ization  of  such  a  factor  will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared 
with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 


The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar 
v/ay  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase 
or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison  by 
sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate 
area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate 
area  comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill 
or  mentally  deficient.

Bacteriological  findings  Excellent. 

A  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  the 
opinion  given  by  the  analyst  was:- 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical 
analysis  shows  no  evidence  of  pollution.  The  reaction  is  practicably 
neutral  and  the  free  carbon  dioxide  is  not  unduly  high  so  that  the 
water  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  serious  corrosive  action  on 
metals.  Some  slight  solvent  action  may  occur  on  new  pipes.  The 
total  hardness  approximates  to  29?  Clark  of  which  about  23°is 
temporary  and  this  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  usual  figure  for 
East  Anglian  waters.  Metallic  contamination  is  absent  apart  from  a 
trace  of  iron.  The  clarity,  odour  and  taste  of  the  water  are  very 
satisfactory  and  in  our  opinion  from  the  chemical  evidence  it  is 
very  suitable  for  drinking  purposes.  Its  use  for  general  domestic 
purposes  could  be  improved  if  it  were  partially  softened. 


CONSERVANCY 

Although  the  bulk  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered  there  are 
113  pail  closets  mainly  in  Sizewell  and  Coldfair  Green.  The  contents 
of  which  are  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Council.
